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InsURANCE men must be careful how they write letters 
to persons who reside in Indiana, lest they should inadvert- 
ently allude to business in their correspondence. A bill 
was passed by the late legislature making it a misdemeanor 
to solicit business in that State, by letter or otherwise, for 
a fictitious or unauthorised company. The penalty is a 
fine of not less than $10 nor more than $100, and imprison- 
ment for not less than six months, The imprisonment is 
especially insisted upon, and mwzst follow conviction. The 
court might possibly remit the fine, but the imprisonment 
cannot be escaped, provided the offender is caught. But 
how is an Indiana policeman going to catch a New York 
solicitor for a company not authorized to do business in 
that State who simply writes a letter to a friend asking for 
his insurance? Where is the sense in putting such laws 
on the statute books ? 





Tue appointments of General Horace Porter to be ambas- 
sador to France and of Colonel John Hay to be ambassador 
to England were confirmed by the Senate last week. This 
assures to this government able and experienced ambas- 
sadors at London and Paris—the two most important dip- 
lomatic centres in Europe. Both gentlemen named are 
distinguished and representative American citizens holding 
high positions in business and social circles, and have the 
additional honor of having served the country during the 
late war. General Porter was a trusted officer upon the 
staff of General Grant, and later his secretary when he was 
President. While prominent in the eyes of the public for 
mony years, General Porter has never occupied an official 
position before, having been identified with large railroad 
enterprises and other lines of business of a private charac- 
ter. He has earned an enviable reputation as a writer and 
sesteemed as one of our most brilliant orators and after 
dinner Speakers. General Porter contributed an interest- 
ing article to the anniversary edition of Tue SpecrarTor in 
1893, entitled *‘ Life Insurance as a Protection and an 
ag : Colonel Hay also has an excellent war record, 

lieved a world wide reputation as a poet and 
writer. He was private secretary to President Grant, and 
author of a history of that distinguished soldier and states- 
man. He is also an excellent speaker, a good business man 
and has had much experience in diplomatic circles. Both 
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gentlemen are wealthy, have charming families that will add 
brilliancy to the courts to which the ambassadors are 
assigned. These appointments do credit to President 
McKinley's judgment, as they will to the country they 
represent.

THERE are rumors afloat to the effect that an attempt will 
be made to get the New York legislature to pass a bill for the 
regulation of Lloyds organizations, One bill has already 
been introduced, but sleeps in committee that sleep that will . 
probably know no waking, and it is said that another, that 
meets the approval of the managers of Lloyds, has been 
prepared and may be presented at Albany. Out of over 
one hundred Lloyds that were doing business or claiming 
to do so a year ago, there are only about twenty left in the 
State that would be affected by any legislation at Albany, 
and of these twenty, scarcely more than half can be said to 
be engaged in active business. The exposure of ‘‘ fake ’’ 
concerns operating under the name of Lloyds, had a ten- 
dency to bring all of that class into disrepute, and the busi- 
ness of even the more trustworthy fell off very materially. 
They have continued in operation, however, waiting for 
the storm to blow over and for the day when their peculiar 
system of insurance would be taken once more into confi- 
dence. The success they aspire to will come to them only 
when they approach more nearly the conditions under which 
the stock companies do business, and propertyowners gen- 
erally will not put their trust in them again until they are 
assured that a fair degree of financial responsibility attaches 
to them. What they should do is to agree upon a bill that 
will place them under the supervision of the insurance 
department, and require them to make regular reports of 
their financial condition and their transactions. Property- 
owners may consent to dispense with capital and reserve in 
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the organizations in which they place their insurance, but 
they are entitled to know the extent of the resources of 
such insurers with which to pay their losses, and the vol- 
ume of business done that the proportion of resources to 
amount at risk may be ascertained. Three or four years 
ago there was a liberal demand for Lloyds policies, but 
whether this demand can be stimulated again after the 
deceptions practiced in the name of Lloyds and the expos- 
ures of fraud that have been made, depends much upon the 
character of the legislation that may be enacted regarding 
them. Without proper laws governing them, even the best 
of the Lloyds still remaining will scarcely regain public 
confidence. Had they agreed upon some measure three 
years ago, as suggested by Tue Specraror, that would 
have given them the legal status they now desire, they 
would have sooner got rid of the ‘‘ fake’ concerns, and 
been in a far better condition than they now are. 





Tue absurd and, in some cases, the outrageous legislation 
that has recently been enacted in some of the States regard- 
ing insurance should tend to crystallize the growing senti- 
ment in favor of federal supervision of insurance. In the 
forty legislatures that have been in session during the pres- 
ent season, there has been manifested a greater degree of 
hostility to insurance interests than ever before, some of 
the bills introduced being of such a nature that, had they 
become laws, they would have rendered it impossible for 
the companies to do business under them. While the 
majority of these were killed in one way or another, there 
were still a sufficient number of obnoxious measures passed 
tocause serious alarm and to compel companies to entirely 
reform their methods of doing business in certain localities. 
The feeling that interstate insurance is a necessary factor 
to commerce between the States, and consequently a proper 
subject for Congress to take cognizance of, is growing, and 
the day is not far off when that body will be asked to estab- 
lish a system of federal supervision of insurance. Indeed, 
it is suggested that a department of commerce and insur- 
ance should be established to have general supervision of 
all matter pertaining to commerce between the States, and 
the head of the department to be a cabinet officer. At 
present the business of insurance, employing hundreds of 
millions of dollars of capital, is at the mercy of the legisla- 
tures of the several States. The restrictions and burdens 
imposed upon the responsible companies by them tends to 
increase the cost of insurance to propertyowners, and to 
encourage untrustworthy concerns to impose upon them. 
Lack of uniformity in the laws of the various States creates 
confusion and greatly adds to the cost of doing the busi- 
ness. If supervision of insurance is deemed to be essential 
for the protection of the public it would be to the interest 
of that public that it should be uniform throughout the coun- 
try and administered at the least possible cost. One depart- 
ment acting under uniform laws and regulations would 
be preferable to the forty-five now in existence, each with 
a different code of laws, requirements, regulations and 
schemes of taxation, which are subject to change at every 
session of a State legislature. The experience of the legis- 
lative season of 1896-7 should serve to stimulate the move- 
ment for federal supervision, and efforts should be directed 
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to have such a department of the government in full work. 
ing order before the legislative season of 1899, when the 
next biennial sessions of so many State legislatures will be 
held. They are a menace to all kinds of business, by 
especially to corporations of every kind. 





Tue bill introduced in the New York legislature by Sep. 
ator Ellsworth, prohibiting newspapers, magazines, ete, 
from printing any portrait or caricature of any individual 
without the consent of such person, has attracted much 
attention. The committee having it in charge has vranted 
hearings to those interested in it pro and con, and it has been 
widely discussed in the press. A stronger sentiment in 
favor of its adoption was developed than was anticipated, 
but the opposition to it is nevertheless so great that there 
is little probability of its passage, except, perhaps, in an 
emasculated form. Its object is to restrain the sensational 
papers from indulgence in the extreme license they have 
taken in respect to printing pictures, invading thereby the 
private rights of individuals and making a public display 
of persons against their wishes and often in spite of their 
protests. It has got to that point where no one is safe from 
the depredations of the so-called ‘‘ artists’’ of the press, 
and they have shown the greatest indelicacy especially in 
their treatment of women. The “ liberty of the press” in 
this respect has become unbridled license and should be 
restrained by some means. It has given great satisfaction 
to decent journalists to learn of the late action of numer- 
ous clubs and libraries in New York city and Brooklyn, 
New Jersey, New York State at large and New Ingland 
in turning The New York World and The Journal out of 
their reading rooms, because of the pronounced sensa- 
tional character of these notorious types of new journal- 
ism, The Evening Post notes the apparent good effect of 
this crusade in that it has scared The World into assuming 
a position not antagonistic to the Ellsworth bill; in fact, 
it has become an advocate of the bill, though a notorious 
offender. The opponents of the bill maintain that the 
libel laws afford abundant redress for any one who feels 
aggrieved by the publication of his or her portrait of 
caricature, but one whose sensitive nature has been out 
raged by such publication would hardly seek further noto- 
riety by appealing to the courts for satisfaction. ‘T'oo often 
such redress could not be obtained, for some of the worst 
offenders against private rights and public decency ate 
notoriously ‘‘ execution proof,’’ and wholly unable to 
respond to a judgment for damages. There is, undoubt. 
edly, a general desire to see the portraits of persons in pub- 
lic life, but the press has no right to drag into public view 
the portraits or caricatures of private individuals. If the 
line can be properly drawn between the legitimate use of 
pictorial illustration and the wanton and outrageous abuses 
that are perpetrated in its name, a long stride will have 
been taken towards the elimination of sensational and vicious 
journalism from our midst. 





In answer to our inquiries regarding the $300,000 said t0 
have been paid into the Guarantors Liability Indemnity 
Company, The Standard, which seems to be the chief orgal 
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of Richard I’. Loper, general manager of the Guarantors, 
says: 

Some misapprehension having been created in regard to the $300,- 
ooo originally subscribed for preferred stock, but subsequently trans- 
fered to surplus, The Standard is authorized to state that the certifi- 
cates issued for such stock as was paid for by this $300,000 have been 
canceled and surrendered to the company and replaced in the original 
stock book, and by resolution of the board of directors the $300,000 so 
paid in has been transferred to the account of surplus. ‘The original 
entries and data in this transaction were shown to a representative of 
The Standard this week, and the correctness of this statement can, 
therefore, be vouched for. 


That is the situation as we have understood it. Mr. 
Loper subscribed $300,000 towards the proposed increase 
of capital to $1,000,000 and took preferred stock for his 
money; his desperate efforts to raise the additional $700, - 
ooo through New York parties, offering six per cent inter- 
est and a bonus of $50,000 for the money for eight months, 
payment to be guaranteed by a responsibie bank or trust 
company, and the utter failure of such efforts, we have 
already related in THe Specraror, printing his letter 
wherein such bonus was offered. The increased capital 
scheme having fallen through, it would naturally be sup- 
posed that the individual or individuals who subscribed the 
$300,000 would have their money returned on surrender of 
the preferred stock that had been issued. But no; the 
stock is surrendered and the $300,000 carried to the surplus 
account. It therefore appears in the reports of the com- 
pany as a gift to the company, for it is not taken up as a 
loan and charged as a liability, but appears in the income 
account as ‘‘subscribed surplus.” This $300,000 was 
announced as having been paid by Mr. Loper individually, 
but whoever believes that he made an absolute present of 
that large sum to the company without having some sort 
of a string to it, conceives Mr. Loper to be a greater foo! 
than he really is—whatever else he may be he is not a fool 
to part with a fortune for the sake of bolstering up a com- 
pany that was on the verge of insolvency, for without that 
$300,000 even its reported surplus would be but $1,774.50, 
while a correct statement of liabilities would wipe out this 
small amount. After the statement of last year was filed, 
in explanation of certain discrepancies, Mr. Loper claimed 
that he had paid $106,000 of expenses out of his own pocket 
that did not appear in the statement. With a gift of $300,- 
000 in 1896, making $406,000 donated to the company in 
less than two years by him, Mr. Loper has certainly earned 
the distinction of being the most generous company man- 
ager alive, Lut does any one believe that he has done so ? 
Is it creditable that a man who but a few years ago was 
working on commission as agent for a casualty company, 
and was confessedly without means, should pour his money 
into a concern like the Guarantors without a possibility of 
getting it back ? That the company received this money 
there seems to be little doubt, but if there is any sort of a 
String to it then it becomes a liability, and the company’s 
feported surplus of $301,744.50 is reduced by $300,000, to 
Say nothing of the $106,000 so generously ‘‘ donated ”’ to it 
in 1895. Notwithstanding the large donations to save the 
‘ompany made by Mr. Loper, after examining the last 
statement of the company and refusing to renew its license 
to do business in Ohio, the Insurance Superintendent of 
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that State is quoted as saying to the company: ‘‘I find 
that not only your stated surplus of $301,744.50 has disap- 
peared, but that your capital stock has been impaired more 
than thirty per cent.” 

* * * * 

It was announced that Commissioner Lambert of Penn- 
sylvania was to begin an examination of the Guarantors on 
Monday last. We trust his investigations will enlighten 
the public as to the above named transactions and inform 
us by what feat of hocus pocus $300,000 of paid in capital 
is converted into ‘‘ subscribed surplus.’’ We desire to call 
the Commissioner’s attention to some of the securities 
claimed among the assets of the Guarantors. What, for 
instance, is the actual cash value of shares of the Jefferson 
Mining Company; of the Brandywine Land Company; of 
the Chester News Company; of the Fireside Publishing 
Company; of the Vulcan Road Machine Company; of the 
George Barxite and Mining Company; of the Brigantine 
Transit Company; the Manufacturers club, and other 
so-called securities to be found in the Guarantors’ list, and 
which go to make up the claimed assets ? At a forced sale, 
to provide for an emergency, what would such assets be 
worth to policyholders clamoring for payment of their 
claims ? Commissioner Lambert can do the public a real 
service by making a thorough and impartial examination 
of the Guarantors, and this will be expected of him. Mr. 
Loper, like many blatant men who wish to rear up a young 
company in competition with established and successful 
corporations, cries, in reply to the criticism made upon the 
perilous condition of the Guarantors, that it does not belong 
to the casualty trust, and hence the persecution it receives. 
Everybody in the insurance world knows that there is no 
trust or ‘‘combination’’ of casualty companies, and Mr. 
Loper’s attempt to prejudice the public in favor of his com- 
pany on such buncombe has signally failed. The company 
has been refused licenses in nine prominent States, includ- 
ing Massachusetts, New York and Illinois, and has thus 
been deprived of a large portion of its former premium 
getting field, as it now cannot solicit business in those 
States. A late report says that a renewal of the com- 
pany’s license in Michigan has been refused, making ten 
States that have refused to permit it to do business within 
their borders. Will Mr. Loper’s great political influence 
in Pennsylvania save him and his company ? 








NEW YORK SURVEYS. 


Tue latest addition to the street’s available underwriting capital is 
the new arrival in the office of Blagden & Stillman—Northwestern 
Underwriters. ‘The assets of that sterling company, the Northwest- 
ern National of Milwaukee, amounting to over $2,000,000, are respon- 
sible for its obligations. We have thus in the field another one of the 
separate department or general agency sub-divisions working entirely 
independent from the local representatives of the parent concern, but 
backed by the same set of funds. In this connection it might be 
remarked that with the New York Underwriters of the Hartford, the 
English-American Underwriters of the London and Lancashire and 
Norwalk,and now the Northwestern Underwriters of the Northwestern 
National, we have an array of fresh working resources which, while 
giving every evidence of abundant financial strength, indicates, at 
the same time, that the idea of double service has taken deep root 
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and that we are destined before long to witness a further extension of 
this principle. 
* * * 

Ir will be remembered that not a very long while ago Lloyds forma- 
tions were the craze. Then followed an era of *‘ mutuals.’’ Wehave 
now the newest fad ‘‘ underwriters’ agenices ’’ guaranteed by the sub- 
stantial assets of stock corporations. The latter, of course, will be by 
far more preferable in every sense than were the two other forms of 
associations referred to. The evident intent in the establishment of 
these ‘‘ annexes ’’ is to secure an increased volume of business for the 
parent offices. Therefore the more ‘‘annexes’’ the more business. 
But if companies desire to add to their premium receipts, one of the 
simplest ways is that of increasing their net lines on their own account. 
Double or triple agencies, writing upon substantially the same risks 
and backed up by the same assets, are apt to cause additional tax on 
the general expense column in the matter of manages, agents, clerks, 
equipment, supplies, etc. There are, doubtless, other kinds of finan- 
cial institutions where the assured profits are so large as to warrant 
reinvestment of surplus earnings in other or subsidiary corporations. 
But the trade profit of the fire underwriting business is too close to 
the danger point to encourage the belief in any principle other than 
that which embodies concentration and a maximum of income and profit 
obtained by a minimum of producing force and energy. 


* * * * 

Lines on tobacco and wool continue to be in demand, but applica- 
tions on the former class of goods are, and have been, at points where 
companies are generally well filled up. For the summer months, and 
particularly during the coming heated spell, it has been suggested 
that free stages be run from the Cedar street district down to the 
offices of the companies in Wall street, thus enabling brokers and 
others to save time in their travels and inducing an increased share 
of offerings for the section last mentioned. Some of the large uptown 
dry goods houses have used this method of advertising their wares 
and of securing trade with beneficial results. 

* * * * 

A risk in Harlem, carrying some $40,000 insurance, was placed last 
week by an uptown branch agent in a company not in his agency on 
the competitive fifteen percent off plan. The transaction had a some- 
what surprising finish and was another illustrat‘on of ‘‘ sudden death.”’ 
In this instance the propertyowner promptly drew his check for the 
gross premium to the company’s order, receiving at the same time, 
by a stipulated agreement, the agent's return check for the fifteen per 
cent rebate. When the policy was handed back to the insured 
stamped “‘ paid,’’ the broker-agent dimly realized the emptiness of 
life. The premium was over $400. 


* * * * 

One of the most exasperating kinds of risk stealing, as to those 
located in the dry goods district, is that by which the winning broker 
ignores, in his form, the partial occupation of the premises for spe- 
cially hazardous purposes. Many a broker, in placing a grade floor 
stock contained in a building occupied in part for manufacturing pur- 
poses, has felt in duty bound, for the protection of his client, to have 
the ‘‘ special ’’ privilege inserted in his form. But bya trick—the 
omission of any mention as to *‘ special ’’ occupancy—the new broker, 
he finds, lands the account at a cut in rate of thirty cents or fifteen 
cents as the case may be. The original broker cannot deny that the 
insured is fully covered under the new, abbreviated form, because it 
is incumbent upon the companies to inspect and charge properly for 
the risk. He is also prevented from giving out information as to rate 
violation, not wishing to harm the insured’s interests, and there is 
nothing in fact for him to do but grind his teeth and bide the time 
when, in the usual course of business, there may appear on the query 
slip a reference to this particular transaction. Then a soft, gentle, 
ghoulish glee pervades his being and he is filled with exultation. 
There is a chance then that the risk may return again to his portals.

AMATEUR insurance had another pleasant experience in the Ely. 
Waiker dry goods fire in St. Louis, the Indemnity Exchange of Kan. 
sas City being reported as involved for $175,000, while the Individual] 
Underwriters of New York ‘selected, inspected and accepted” to 
the tune of $263,000. The Reciprocal Underwriters will graciously 
reciproc to the extent of $78,000. The Manufacturers Lloyds are 
reported for $21,000. It is to be hoped that the insured may be 
enabled to collect before these dilettantes in insurance art grow tired 
of the pastime. 

* * * * 

Tue Charles D. Cox menagerie is reported to be getting desperate 
in its efforts to hold its cut rate business, as against other cutters as 
well as the tariff companies. Superintendent Durfee writes that if any 
one will furnish evidence of Mr. Cox's procuring policies in the Lloyds 
he claims to represent, he is quite ready to prosecute, the Lloyds hav- 
ing never complied with the Illinois laws. A daily paper says that 
‘*Mr. Cox has decided to notify every person in Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan, rated over $5000, that he 
will write their insurance at tarift rates, but gi-e a rebate of twenty- 
five per cent off the premium, the commission usually allowed the 
agent, provided the risk is duly approved. Mr. Cox has thus cut to 
the bone, and it is doubtful whether he will be underbid.”’ 


* * * * 

Ir is eminently true that there is not much left of a rate when Cox 
gets through with it and realizes his handsome revenue out of it, as 
in spite of his deep solicitude for the welfare of a suffering public, Mr. 
Cox is not in this business for his health. It is equally true that the 
indemnity Mr. Cox sells is of so thin a quality that, judged by market 
value, it is dear at any price. Asan instance of the hollowness of 
the ‘‘ selection ’’ supposed to mark the superiority of a Lloyds, one 
might mention the case of a policy for $56,000 in the American Lloyds 
of New York at one per cent upon a wholesale drug stock in Chicago, 
where the tariff rate is low at 1.95, because of defective features of 
the sprinkler equipment. In another case Mr. Cox charged a cus 
tomer one and one-half per cent where the tariff called for two pet 
cent and the sprinkler system perfect, thus illustrating that 44 
buccaneer of insurance Mr. Cox knifes such customers as are no 
shrewd enough to make their own prices on his goods. 


* * * * 

Tue very stringent and indeed unusual unearned premium reserves 
carried by the companies under the formule of the various State 
insurance departments is peculiarly illustrated in the case of the Lion 
Insurance Company. At the annual meeting of the company in Lor 
don the chairman took occasion to say that their fund was “ mot 
than sufficient to meet all our outstanding liabilities, because now fot 
eleven years we have had a careful calculation made of the amoutt 
required to meet the liabilities on premiums received during the yea 
that has closed, and we find that that average stands at 27.2 pet cent.” 


* * * * 

As the reserve required by our State laws averages over sevetly 
per cent of the premium revenue yearly derived from American bus 
ness, it is especially observed by English managers that, on the whole, 
American business is proverbially ‘‘ better than it sounds.”

A DAILY paper solemnly announces that ‘‘ Jackson Taylor has retired 
from the United States management of the Great Britain Insuram® 
Corporation, Limited, of London, which is doing a surplus line busi 
ness in this country from general offices in Chicago, Samuel Fast 
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succeeds him.’’ The only thing unlimited about the Taylor-Great 
Britain-Foster combine is the supreme gall of this feline outfit.

Tue good people of Minnesota are in luck this year, as a formidable 
number of bunco companies and societies, both fire and life, have had 
to chase themselves out of the State by reason of the new insurance 
law and its vigorous enforcement by Insurance Commissioner Dearth. 


Notes Among Life Insurance Men. 

Tue retirement of Charles B. Soule from the Union Central Life, by 
reason of ill health, is a matter of wide regret in life circles. Few 
men in Chicago have done more than has Mr. Soule to dignify the 
business and elevate the public and private estimate of life underwrit- 
ing in this community. Neither Mr. Soule’s nor the company’s 
arrangements for the future have as yet been officially announced.

Tue trespass upon personal liberty, known as anti-rebate legisla- 
tion, has now found a suitable companion piece in the Illinois House 
of Representatives, a Mr. Wathier having introduced a measure 
whereby the commission to be paid life insurance agents shall here- 
after be limited to twenty-five per cent.

Griscom secured a 
judgment for $2000, which was paid by the medicine company, the 
company in turn filing suit against the insurance company to collect 
the amount. In this it was successful. The insurance company 
declared that it was not liable to the medicine company, inasmuch as 
the medicine company did not discharge Griscom and force him to 
settle for a smaller amount.

NEW ENGLAND. 
[From Our Own CorrEsPONDENT. ] 

The twenty-third annual report of the Boston Protective Depart- 
ment has just been issued. In it the board of directors recommended 
that a. sum not less than $65,000 be expended for the maintenance of 
the department during the ensuing year. The treasurer’s report 
showed the receipts for the year to have been $90,992; expenses of 
conducting, including salaries, $61,453. Superintendent Abbott's 
report, beside giving the number of buildings in the city and the 
number wholly or partially destroyed by fire during the year, the num- 
ber of alarms, number of fires, origin of fires and other valuable 
information, places the total losses on buildings and contents during 
the year at $1,367,166; insurance, $13,215,327; insurance loss, $1,263,- 
934. The report goes on to give a detailed account, by items, of the 
year’s work, and concludes with comparative tables covering a period 
of sixteen years, showing the causes of fires, comparative losses, insur- 
ance and other statistics, with a report of the medical officer of the 
department. 

Boston will furnish some pretty ‘‘ heavy timber’’ in the new 
National Surety Company now being organized in New York. There 
will be Richard Olney, ex-Secretary of State; T. Jefferson Coolidge, 
ex-Minister to France, and Benjamin P. Cheney, a prominent business 
man of this city. 

The New England Insurance Exchange has reduced the rate on 
mercantile buildings twenty-five per cent in Springfield, Mass. ‘This 
applies to blocks with stores on the first floor and offices above, but 
not to hotels, churches, dwellings or exclusively office buildings. 

George P. Field has been appointed agent of the Delaware Mutual 
Insurance Company of Philadelphia to succeed N. Foster, Jr. 

Boston’s new steam propelling fire engine has been received and 
partially tested, the results being very satisfactory. 

The recent destructive fire in Worcester, Mass., has had the effect 
of causing much interest in the construction of buildings in the future, 
and the committee of the New England Insurance Exchange will take 
prompt measures to prevent faulty construction and other defects, 
which were the cause of the large fire in that city week before last. 

The Globe Fire Insurance Company, of which Frank A. Colley, 
Boston, is New England manager, has been admitted to Vermont. 

Gideon Scull of Scull & Field has about recovered from his recent 
illness, and will spend the summer in Italy. 

The American Financial and Bond Company will enter Massachu- 
setts. 

The annual meeting and election of officers of the Boston Protective 
Department will be held Thursday this week. 

A. K. Slade has resigned his position as New England special agent 
of the American Insurance Company of Philadelphia to become special 
agent in this field of the Aachen and Munich, Helvetia-Swiss and the 
Svea. 

The Boston Safe Deposit Company has brought bills in equity 
against its late defaulting treasurer, together with the following life 
insurance companies who are joined as defendants: State Mutual Life 
Assurance Company, New England Mutual Life, John Hancock 
Mutual and the National Life. F. C. Miles, the defaulting treasurer, 
held policies in these companies to the aggregate amount of $90,000. 
The plaintiff asks that his interests in the policies be applied to mak- 
ing good the losses sustained by Miles’ defalcation. 

In the legislature—The locomotive spark bill will be given a hear- 
ing on Wednesday of this week. The bill providing for special inves- 
tigation of all home assessment insurance companies has been killed. 
The insurance committee’ has reported against the bill allowing local 
agents of fire insurance companies to agree to the transfer of policies 
on insured property which has been sold or mortgaged. The same 
committee has reported on the anti-coinsurance bill, which, while its 
effect is to abolish coinsurance, allows the same when the consent of 
the insured is obtained in writing. The present Massachusetts legis- 
lature is certainly a ‘‘ corker,’’ when it comes to the making of insur- 
ance laws. 

The following agents of the Provident Savings Life Assurance 
Society have been appointed: Boston, C. M. Chapin, W. R. Win- 
chester; Lynn, Mass., F. N. Turnbull. 

It is reported that Charles H. Bacall, S. 1’. Elliott, Henry M. Bill- 
ings and George U. Curtis of the new board of directors of the Massa- 
chusetts Benefit Life have resigned. These gentlemen who have 
resigned from the directorate were all associated with Mr. Litchfield 
under his management. Mr. Bacall has been vice-president of the 
association for the past six years; Mr. Elliott has been the treasurer 
for several years; Mr. Curtis is the chief clerk, and Mr. Billings has 
been the actuary for the past two years, previous to which he was the 
chief clerk in the Massachusetts Insurance Department. 

A meeting of the newly elected officers of the Massachusetts Benefit 
Life was held on Saturday, the 2oth inst., for the purpose of taking 
steps toward determining the future policy of the association, and 
important questions regarding the future standing of the organization 
were discussed. Among the doings of this meeting was the examina- 
tion of the securities held by the company, and to consider the point 
of making the funds tally with the amount which the association is 
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supposed to hold, and the auditing of outstanding bills; examination 
of the investment account and the record of sales and investments: 
confirmation of the resolutions adopted at the last meeting by which 
the by-laws were changed so as to give equal privileges to every 
policyholder; consideration of several plans for future manayement, 
one of which contemplates a reinstatement of policies after the age 
limit of sixty has been attained; a plan looking to the abolishment of 
the association’s printing department. All these questions were freely 
and fully discussed, ALLAN Eric,

—Advices from London report a case which throws a strong light 
upon the inner workings and methods of preparing for legal proceed- 
ings. Under the employers’ liability act large numbers of actions are 
brought, most of which are settled without going into court. In this 
case a youth, fully able to understand the enormity of the crime of 
perjury, went into court and presented a cunningly prepared fabric 
of falsehoods to fit in exactly with the requirements of employers’ 
liability law. Suing by Henry White, his next friend, he claimed 
£100 for personal injuries from Mr. Wix, the proprietor of the Stud- 
holm Steam Laundry. The plaintiff was engaged in bailing out hot 
water from a cistern. A plank had been placed across the top and 
the plaintiff alleged that the air became so clouded with steam that 
he stepped off the plank into the cistern of boiling water and sustained 
serious injuries. After the witness had given a circumstantial account 
of the accident, a long cross-examination elicited several damaging 
admissions, and in the end the youth declared that he did not fall into 
the tank. Judge Emden, in giving judgment for the defendant, said 
that undoubtedly some further steps should be taken. The plaintiff, 
however, refused to divulge who inspired him to begin suit. 


—William A. Green, who wears his skeleton on the outside, testified 
recently in Judge Gates’ court, Kansas City. From his waist down 
almost every bone in his body has its counterpart in steel, the com- 
= system of braces and trusses and toggle joints serving to control 

is limbs, which he says are paralyzed, but concerning which there is 
a difference of opinion among medical authorities. Some physicians 
say he is simply paralyzed in order to realize upon certain accident 
insurance policies and to give weight to his suit against the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company for $50,000 damages. About his 
waist Green wears a broad leather corset Paralleling his thigh on 
the outside of his trousers is a nickel plated femur, terminating at the 
knee in a hinge joint. Thence to the ankle extends a chilled steel 
tibia, neatly polished and striped on the outside like a buggy spoke. 
At the ankle is a more complex mechanism, comprising a system of 
minute levers and sprocket wheels to correspond with the bones of the 
ankle. The entire device is operated by means of a notched bar, by 
raising or lowering which, shifting it this way or that, the defendant 
is able to place his legs at any required angle to his body, or bend 
them intermediately and so retain them, whether sitting or standing. 
The contrivance is supplemented by a pair of ordinary crutches. 
This foundry made man, it is said, has during the last few years held 
four accident policies in one insurance company and two in another, 
and has met with accidents under every one of them. 

New Encianp Murvat Accipent Association. 

New policies which are attracting attention are those issued by tne 
New England Mutual Accident Association of Boston, a company 
whose activity has just manifested itself in the settlement of claims 
growing out of the gas explosion in Boylston street, the payment of 
policies by the New England almost immediately following that catas- 
trophe. The new policies, known as the ‘‘ Incontestable Ideal '' Com- 
bination, $5000 and $10,000 policies, provide indemnity for actual loss 
of time, whether disability be total or partial, and do not require that 
the insured shall be wholly disabled from transacting any and every 
kind of business pertaining to his occupation to secure indemnity. 
The new feature includes benefits specially provided for death or dis- 
ability resulting from or caused by sunstroke, freezing, poisoning, 
hernia, orchitis, suicide, sleep walking, racing, overexertion and other 
causes. They are designed to leave no possible exceptions under 
which the insured will fail to receive some compensation, so long as 
he is injured by accidental means. The usual exceptions found in 
accident policies are provided for by the agreement to pay the sum of 
two hundred and fifty dollars for accidental death incurred under any 
of the foregoing exceptions, and a weekly indemnity, not exceeding a 
total of fifty dollars, for non-fatal injuries. 

The following clauses in the new policy forms cover the additional 
features: 

4. In the event of accidental injury or death, caused or contributed 
to by surgical operations or any medical or mechanical treatment 
(except amputation rendered necessary by accidental injury); or by 
any disease, infirmity, deformity or defect, mental or physical; hernia, 
orchitis, vertigo, fits, somnambulism; war or riot, dueling, fighting 
or wrestling, lifting or overexertion, sunstroke or freezing, riding or 
driving races, voluntary exposure to unnecessary danger; any viola- 
tion of law; failure to use all due diligence for personal safety and 
protection; contact with poisonous substances or poison or gas or any 
anesthetic taken, administered, absorbed, or inhaled in any form or 
manner, accidentally or otherwise, voluntarily or involuntarily; sui- 
cide; intentional injuries, fatal or disabling, inflicted by any person 
(injuries inflicted by burglars, thieves and robbers pe: Bow or in 
the event of accidental injury or accidental death happening while the 
insured is insane or under the influence of intoxicating drinks or nar- 
cotics, or in consequence thereof; or while the insured is engaged in 
mining, blasting or wrecking, or employed in the manufacture, sale 
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or transportation of any explosive compound (unless insured to cover 
such employment); or while riding in or on other than regular pas- 
senger conveyances, walking or being on a railroad bridge or roadbed; 
or engaged in hunting and expeditions in uncivilized portions of the 
globe; and in case of injuries or death by drowning or shooting, when 
the facts and circumstances of the accident and injury are not estab- 
lished by the testimony of an actual eye witness; and also when in 
an alleged drowning (shipwrecks at sea excepted) the body is not 
recovered and identified; and in case of injuries whether fatal or dis- 
abling, of which there is no visibie mark upon the body (the body 
itself in case of death not to be deemed 'such mark); then, and in 
every such case, the limit of this association's liability herein shall be 
two hundred and fifty dollars for accidental death and for non-fatal 
injuries causing total disability, an amount not to exceed five dollars 
per week for a period not exceeding ten consecutive weeks, anything 
whatsoever herein to the contrary notwithstanding.

James F. Dup.ey, vice-president of the 42tna Insurance Company of 
Hartford, Conn., died suddenly at the French market in New Orleans. 
Apoplexy is given as the cause of his decease. Mr. Dudley origina'ly 
came from Maine, having been educated at Bowdoin College, Bruns- 
wick, Me., from which he was graduated in 1865. He was for a time 
principal of Thomaston High School, and later of Hampden Academy. 
He started his insurance career in a local agency in Bangor, subse- 
quently serving the North British and Mercantile as special in Penn- 
sylvania. Then he covered the same field for the 42tna, later becom- 
ing New York special and adjuster. After several years with the 
Etna he returned to the North British and Mercantile in the capacity 
of assistant United States manager. Nine years ago he was appointed 
assistant secretary of the 42tna, four years later being promoted to 
the secretaryship. In October, 1893, he was elected a director and 
elevated to the vice-presidency, which office he filled most acceptably 
to the time of his death, which occurred last Thursday. Mr. Dudley 
had hosts of friends all over the country, who will learn of his death 
with sincere regret. He was recognized as one of the leading under- 
writers of this country.

on your own hook and have something you can depend upon, instead 
of leaning on the uncertainties of office holding ? 

‘“‘T’ll take stock in your company,”’ said the big Cleveland map, 
‘‘and there’s Myron Herrick and a whole lot of other fellows who will 
help you out, I know.” 

The company was fcrmed--the Cleveland Fire Insurance Com. 
pany—Mr. Hanna took stock, as he promised, and so did Myron 
Herrick and the ‘‘ other fellows,’’ and that is the reason Colonel 
Hahn will not be marshal of the district. It has not yet started 
business.

A First meeting of the new directors of the Massachusetts Benefit

—A dispatch to The Chicago Inter-Ocean from J.ouisville, Ky., states 
that ‘“‘ the chancery commissioner has filed his final report in the Colum- 
bian insurance case. The total claims allowed were $500,121.91. He 
ordered a second dividend of seventeen and one-half per cent on the 
claims, on which twelve and one-half per cent were first allowed. On the 
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other claims, on which nothing has been paid, thirty per cent is ordereg 
paid. Total dividends amount to $104,783.47. Preferred claims previously 
ordered were $1,285.68. This closes the case if allowed, but Receiver Ray 
has taken exceptions to some features of the report.” 

—The interest of Perez F. Huff in the well-known Jacksonville, Fla, 
agency of Huff & Weldon has been purchased by Gilbert and George R' 
Weldon, who will continue the business under the firm name of Welden 
Bros. Among the companies represented in this office are the Phcentx of 
ones, Firemans Fund, ‘l‘eutonia of New Orleans and Norwood of New 

ork. 

—The Monthly Record, a little paper published by the Farmers of Cedar 
Rapids, Ia., in its January, 1897, number, presented a portrait of §, B, 
Anderson of Jefferson, Ia. This was due to his being one of the four lead. 
ing agents of the company in 1896. Mr. Anderson is a hustler and has 
made records before. 

—The new Hamilton Town Mutual Fire, Lightning, Tornado and Wind. 
storm Insurance Company of Hamilton, Mo., will only operate in the 
Third Congressional district until $400,000 of insurance is written, when it 
will branch out through the State. W. W. Anderson is president; Frank 
Parrish, vice-president; I. E. King, secretary, and J. F. Swisher, treasurer, 

—The city court of East St. Louis has given a verdict of $500 against the 
Teutonia Insurance Company of New Orleans, in favor of John Beard, Jr., 
whose house was destroyed by the tornado. All the house above the leve} 
of the street was blown away, and about an hour afterward the cellar, 
which contained a beer depot, caught fire, and was destroyed. The 
insured received $1500 tornado insurance. The Teutonia declined to pa 
the fire insurance, it stating that when the cyclone demolished the build- 
ing the fire policy was voided. The court practically held that a fire policy 
may be suspended during a cyclone and revived in a reasonable time after- 
pat on any part of a structure left uninjured by the wind.—Chicago Jnter- 

cean,. 

-At a special meeting of the board of directors of the Fire Insurance 
Patrol of the city of Philadelphia the following minute was unanimously 
adopted: ‘‘ Thomas C. Hill was elected secretary of the Fire Insurance 
Patrol May, 1873, and was annually re-elected since that date, making at 
the time of his death on March 19, 1897, twenty-four consecutive years of 
service.
